The procession of primaries to select delegates 


to'the national political conventions at which 
will be chosen candidates for the presidency will 
start in Indiana next Saturday. After that there 
; will be a procession of nineteen states holding 
their "direct primaries" for the selection of dele- 
gates-to the presidential conventions. 


MEN FOR COAST DEFENSES. 


In a table just submitted to Congress it is dis- 


closed that the coast fortifications of the country 
are fifty-two per cent short of the" total forces 
needed to man them under the War Department 
defense plan. In other words, .'the mimber of 
coast artillerymen necessary, if'the coast fortifi- 
cations: of the Atlantic and Pacific" coast are 
properly manned, is 1231 officers and 29,847 .en- 
listed men. There are now authorized 701 offi- 
cers and 1.6,627 enlisted men, a shortage of 530 
officers and 11,220 enlisted men. The number of 
national guardsmen needed in the event of war 
would be 711 officers and 17,329 enlisted men. 
We now have:440 militia officers and 7438 men 
available for coast artillery duty. 


Figured by companies, the condition of the 


Pacific Coast is this: San Diego should have 
four companies and has two; Los Angeles should 
have four and has none; San Francisco should 
have eighteen and has seventeen; Columbia 
River should have seven and has three; Puget 
Sound should have nineteen and has thirteen. 


These figures refer to the present completed 


fortification and are not inclusive of the force! 
necessary to man such new fortifications anc 
ordnance as may be authorized. If Congress 
fails to provide men to operate efficiently the 
coast defenses already provided it will have 
failed utterly to give evidence of serious consid- 
eration of the problem of national defense.
